9 Ounces bourbon 

1 Pint whipping cream , 

3 Ounces brandy or rum 

1 Pint milk or half and half 

Beat egg yolks and sugar togeth¬ 
er. Slowly add bourbon, then milk, 
then brandy, then the whipping 
cream, lightly whipped. Beat egg 
whites very stiff and add to the 
mixture. Chill in refrigerator for 
at least three hours before serving 
Makes 30 servings. (Figure on lfc 
ounces bourbon and V 2 ounce 
brandy for each egg, to vary quan¬ 
tity).

5- 6 REPEAT measures 1-2 part B. 

7* 3 REPEAT measures 3-4 part A. 

9-16 REPEAT measures 9-16 part A. 

Ending repeal measures 1-2. 

NOTE: Sequence of dance as above A-A-B-A-B A-B-ending, 

NOTICE: This dance is done so many ways over the country it is very difficult to 
put one figure to it. In some areas they do not use any but part A repeated ever 
and over. In others they put two-steps where the four walks come in, others they 
do a scholtische stop with the hop of the schotUsche. I guess it will depend on 
individual likes and dislikes how ony one area does this one.

Sound Perfected 

One by one the problems which confronted the San Diego commit¬ 
tees for the 5th National Square Dance Convention in Balboa Park on 
June 22-24, 1956, are being licked. The recent Fiesta de la Guadrilla 
(Festival of the Square) was a sort of shakedown affair to show up the 
'bugs/' if any. One big bug was the question of sound in one of the 
buildings, and conferences with experts present revealed several meth¬ 
ods of improvement for this hall, some of which were being worked on 
before the Fiesta was over. The halls will all be thoroughly tested for 
sound efficiency before convention time. 

Associations Contacted 

Square dance, round dance, and callers 1 associations throughout the 
country are being contacted to recommend leaders to participate in 
workshops and clinics. This will insure a fair representation from each 
area- It will also culminate one of the most potent reasons for the Con¬ 
vention's existence—provide an opportunity for folks from every area 
to hear and see what their dancing friends in other areas are contribut¬ 
ing to the square dance picture as a whole. 

The nation’s associations will also be requested to select and arrange 
transportation for demonstration groups to present the style of dancing 
in each area in the Convention’s “National Cavalcade of Square Dancing," 
Arrangements are being made to secure national television coverage 
for this big show. 

To Accommodate Expected Crowds 

Just a little under 4,000 people attended the San Diego Fiesta and 
prompted the decision to prepare a mammoth outdoor dancing space for 
the Convention to supplement the dances scheduled for five halls simul¬ 
taneously, So the expected 15,000 dancers can dance comfortably and 
have their choice of several dances at the same time. The outdoor dance 
will be at the Organ Bowl, site of Balboa Park’s famous outdoor con¬ 
certs, This floor will be especially treated for good dancing — and dancing 
under the stars in San Diego in June is an experience no square dancer 
will want to miss.

Realizing that square dancers have to replenish the vitality they use 
up in their favorite pastime, a two-hour dinner-and-fresh-up break will 
be scheduled between afternoon and evening programs, There are many 
fine restaurants in San Diego and a list of them will be furnished each 
dancer.

Two and four go forward and back 

Forward again and pass thru 

Split lhal cotiple, go around two 

Hook on the end and make a line 

Now forward eight and back with you 

Forward again and pass thru 

Arch in the middle and the ends turn in 

Dive to the middle and circle up four 

Full turn around in the center of the floor 

Full turn around and trail thru 

Split the outside, around one 

(From a cross trail thru with couple in circle of four 
and passing between outside couple and around on™ 
to line up four.) 

Forward eight and back with you 

With the right end high and left end low 

Form the same two lines at the head of the set 

Forward eight and back with you
